American Forces Leaving the Front 
an Return to Manila, 


ADVANCE WAS A HARD ONE 


Insurgents Occupy Tersitory as Rapidly 
as United States Treops Disappear, 


GROUND CONQUERED 15 NOT HELD 


Movement of United Troops Through 
Immense Swamp Was a Great 
Surprise to Filipinos, Who 
Had No Idea It Would 
Be Attempted. 


Manila, October 12, 11:20 p. m.—General 
Schwan’s expedition hav“ng accomplished 
its obfect, the troops are all returning 
to their former positions, abandoning the 
towns taken. 

ieneral Schwan is en route from Perez 
Das Marinas to Imus with the ‘nfaniry,

The fighting falls the hardest on the 
women and children. Hundreds of them 
spent the night before the Americans 
reached Rosario in boats, the bay for 
miles being crowded with gmall craft 
containing non-combatants, few of whom 
remained in the town. 

The work of the commissary and qvar- 
termaster’s departments, directed by 
Captains Biddle and Horton, fas fre- 
markable throughout. The _ transporta- 
tion of supplies from Rosario to Malabon 
seemed to be impossible. The wagons had 
to be repeatedly unloaded and reloaded 
while being dragged through the mire.

Liverpool, October 12.—The steamer 
Niger, which arrived today from south- 
west Africa, brings news of the massacre

Washington, October 12.—The following 
official statement was issued by the state 
department today: X 

‘The president ‘has Meceived a large 
number of petitions signed by many citi- 
zens of distinction, -requesting him to 
tender the mediation of the United States 
to settle the differences existing between 
the government of Great Britain and that 
of the Transvaal. He has received syme, 
of them desiring him to make common’ 
cause with Great Britain to redress the 
wrongs alleged to have been suffered by 
the Uitlanders and especially by Ameri- 
can citizens in the Transvaal, and cthers 
wishing him to assist the Boers against 
alleged aggression. It is understood that 
the president does not think it expedient 
to take action in any. of these directions. 
As to taking sides with either party to 
the dispute, it is not to be thought of. 
As to mediation, the president has :e- 
ceived no intimation from either cf the 
countries interested that the mediation 
of the United States would be accepted, 
and in the absence of such intimation 
irom both parties, there is nothing in the 
rules of international usage to justify an 
offer of mediation in the present circum- 
stances. It is understood that the presi- 
dent hopes and desires that hostilities 
may be avoided; but if unfortunately 
they should come to pass the efforts of 
this government will be directed—as they 
are at present—to seeing that neither our 
national interest nor those of our c tizens 
shall suffer unnecessary injury.’”’

Washington and Councill Make 
Pleas for Their Race, 


WHITE MAN GIVES THEM AID 


MacCorkle, of West Virginia, fandles 
the Problem Ably 


INDUSTRIAL «CONVENTION'S = WORK 


Delegates from All Sections Hear a 
Matter of Vital Interest to 
the Republic Handled in 
an Able and Pleas- 
ant Manner. 


October 12.—The tavo 
foremost negroes of the country and a 
representative white man of the south 
talked plainly and fearlessly on the race 
problem today to the delegates attend- 
ing the Southern Industrial convention. 
Anticipating the discussion of this sup- 
ject, the Huntsville opera house was 
crowded by delegates, their friends and 
representative citizens from the northern 
part of the state when the morning ses- 
sicn began. 

The cause of the negro was upheld, 
but on different lines, by Professor Book- 
Washington, president of the Tus- 
kegee Normal g*hoo,l] and William H. 
Councill, principal of the Agricultural 
and Mechanical college, at Normal, Ala. 

The views of these two men are well 
known. Professor Washington believes 
the ignorant negro should not be aawed 
to vote, but favors the placing cf the 
same restriction upon the illiterate white 
man, Professor Councill wants the negro 
eliminated from politics and his educa- 
tion as an industrial factor promoted. 
The speeches of these two negroes. were 
remarkable, and the cheering from their 
white hearers was as brisk as that sent 
out by men of the speakers’ color, who 
packed the galleries. Governor Ma:Cor- 
Kle was liberally applauded by both 
whites and blacks. His recommendation 
that a strict educational qualification be 
imposed upon all negro voters was re- 
with favor by both whites end 
negroes. The concordance of views pre- 
senfed by the speakers prevented any 
controversy and the quick adjournment 
of the convention at the conclusion of 
the speeches shut off discussion if any 
were intended. 

Dabney Touches the Transvaal. 

The only departure from the subject 
discussed by MacCorkle,“WVashington and 
Councill was an address on agriculture 
by Professor C. W. Dabney, of Knoxville, 
Tenn., president of the University of 
Tennessee. As he concluded, Professor 
Dabney said: 

“We hear today that the peaceful farm- 
ers of the Transvaal are on the verge 
of being fcrced from their domains. 
Whither are they going? They are hem- 
med in on all sides by foreign powers. 
I believe a great crime is about to be 
perpetrated. But it is the result of the 
march of progress. It is inevitable. It 
is the law of nature and the law of na- 
ture is the law of God.” 

The convention still has two days be- 
fore it with epough speakers for three. 
Many of the delegates, not feeling at 
liberty to devote five days to the con- 
vention, left tonight, while others arrived 
to speak tomorrow and Saturday. Among 
the latter was Governor Atkinson, of 
West Virginia. 

Professor Charles W. Dabney, of Knox- 
ville, president of the University of Ten- 
nessee, who was assigned a place on yes- 
terday’s programme to discuss agricul- 
ture, was given the platform at the open- 
ing of the morning session. 

MacCorkle on the Situation. 

Ex-Governor MacCorkle, of West Vir- 
ginia, followed Professor Washington. 
Great interest attached to Governor Mac- 
Corkle’s speech, as he was expected to 
make suggestions\of a radical nature re- 
garding the settlement of the negro prob- 
lem. He was loudly cheered as he arose, 


Mr. MacCorkle said in part: 

To the practical men who desire the up- 
building of the south, the time has come to 
speak plainly and honestly. The race ques- 
tion is no longer a question of the south. It 
is a question of the whole country, and is 
affecting the whole body politic. As a matter 
of matéfriaT ‘interest, the greatest outlay of 
money within ten years in this country has 
been made in the south. This is largely north- 
ern money. The greatest development of the 
nation’s prosperity, naturally speaking, within 
ten years has been in the south. The south is 
no longer industrially a back door, no longer 
a terra incognita. With one exception, the 
finest developments of iron ore are in the 
south, and the largest body of hard wood 
timber is in the south. One state in the south 
has mvore coal than Pennsylvania and Ohio 
combined. One state in the south is today 
exceeding Pennsylvania in the production of 
oil; one southern state is the second coke pro- 
ducer, and it ranks third in the production of 
coal. There is more water power in one state 
in the south than there is in the whole of New 
England. In her ability to manufacture cheap 
textiles she has no competitor. In every branch 
of natural mercantile supremacy she is easily 
the first. 

The southern man generally believes that the 
enfranchisement of slaves at the reconstruc- 
tion period was entirely from hate, viciousness 
and revenge on the part of the northern peo- 
ple. A great bulk of the northern people have 
the idea that the whole object of the southern 
man was to nullify every one of the post bellum 
amendments to the constitution and practically 
to re-enslave the black; that there was no 
great or salient question of race instinct or 
race supremacy, and that the southern man’s 
treatment of the negro after the war was in- 
tended as an insult to the north; that the ku- 
klux clan was purely for revenge and wantom 
spirit and not for protection. 

In my judgment, the negro is not ready to be 
left to himself. It is the duty of the people 
who brought him here to stand by him and 
to help him during the evolution of this great 
problem. 

If you do not colonize .these people, how will 
you save the country from their natural in- 
crease? Will they not overwhelm and become 
the dominant race, thus displacing the Anglo- 
Saxon civilization. This argument is often 
heard and often believed. Many people are 
of the opinion that the negro from more natu- 
ral increase will become the dominant race fac- 
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| tor in the south. I do not believe that this

danger threatens us. Since the events of the 
last year, I am more impressed by the sugges- 
tion that in addition to Cuba ang Porto Rico, 
we should have under our, control Hayti and 
San Domingo. The educated black of this coun- 
try will then naturally turn to these islands, 
where his labor in every sphere is at a prem- 
ium, and where he can live better and easier 
and be more efficient than in any other part 
of the. world, excepting Africa. 


Council Pleads for His Race. 


Professor W. H. Councill, principal of 
the Agricultural and Mechanical college 
at Normal, Ala., followed Governor Mac- 
Corkle. Professor Councill is regarded as 
one of the most practical and deep 
thinking negroes in the south and the 
reception given him was not second ,to 
that awarded Professor Washington 6nd 


Governor MacCorkle. 

After giving statistics showing In what way 
and to what extent the negro had contributed 
to the general prosperity and development of 
the original slave states, which, he said, made 
a bright showing for the south, Professor Coun- 
cill said: 

We have no objection to passing around the 
missionary box in the north, but to hold the 
south up as a barbarous land, full of negro 
barbarians, wro have made no progress since 
the peerless Le: passed his sword to the vic- 
torious Grant, is either a vile, slander or igno- 
rant and does both the negro and the south 
a groat injustice. The statistics tell a story 
of negro opportunity, of negro thrift, of the 
southern white man’s good will and friendly 
ail, which cannot be hidden either by mag- 
nifyiag our real disorders or creating imagi- 
nary evils. If the negro has any enemies— 
if the south has any foes, they all must be 
moved to admiratton of the ex-slave aided by 
his master since 1863. 

I do not ask for the negro the supreme right 
to rule, but the God-given privilege to do an 
honest day’s labor. The man who counts me 
out at the ballot box nay defeat the evil 
s:hemes of selfish politicians. But the man 
who counts me out of an equal and fair chance 
to earn a dollar robs me of my birthright, sends 
the wolf to my door and digs a grave for my 
wife and chiidren. The negro of the south 
enjoys blessings unknown to his brethren in 
any other part of our American union. To 
him there are no Panas, no Rockfords, no Car- 
tervilles. No old slave holder has ever yet 
fallen so low that he would shoot to death 
negro®s begging for a chance to earn. bread 

The guns which in 1861 were claimed to be 
firel for my freedom today, when I am a free 
man, seeking work, pour their deadly volleys 
into my body. As I observe the labor troubles 
of the north; as I see the terrible opposition to 
negro labor in the north, east and west; as I 
note the stubborn prejudice which northern 
workmen are bringing into the south, I am 
more and more thcroughly established in my 
conclusicn that the negro’s test friend is the 
south. We have a common battle against a 
common enemy. The south must fight misrep- 
resentation based cn industrial antipathy—a 
kind of commercial conspiracy; and the negro 
sige by side with southern men, led on by 
southern men, must fight more bravely and in a 
more noble cause than he did at San Juan, 
where the orly heroes were the ex-slaves led 
by their ex-master—the dauntless ex-confed- 
erate, General Joseph Wheeler. 

There is no more iniquity, no more throttling 
of individual rights in a sugar trust than in a 
labor trust. No more crime in a ‘‘corner’’ on 
wheat than a ‘‘ccrner’’ on labor. There is no 
rore virtue in labor unions than in bankers’ 
unions. Three million wage earners of the 
south simply ask to be protected from unjust 
discrimination in the industries of the south. 
Protect us and we will build as pur fathers did 
for you. 

The races of the south, side by side, moving 
in parallel lines, must work out all the prob- 
lems naturally growing out of our new rela- 
tions, as well as get rid of ill feelings, like 
tares sown among the good wheat by ‘‘an ene- 
my.’’ External forces can avail nothing. If 
we are united, if we understand our true rela- 
tion, if we cultivate friendship, the missiles 


of the enemy will fall as fruitless as balls from 


Admiral Cervera’s toy guns upon Commodore 
Schley’s steel armed ships. 

I want my race to learn the hardest lessons of 
labor, for thereby may it have that contin- 
ued existence which labor brings, regardless of 
or the defeats and tri- 
umphs of political parties. 

The cruel, costly -experiment with negro 
voters, without the exercise of their will, has 
hurt the negro far more than it has injured the 
white south. 

I deny that the south is opposed to the higher 
education of the negro. It supports more than 
thirty colleges and universities for negroes. 
But it emphasizes the value of industrial edu- 
cation for both races, setting a premium upon 
good efficient labor whereby the masses may 
be exaulted. Throughout the south the gallant 
men who left their footprints in blood over the 
snow-covered hills of Virginia following Gen- 
eral Lee's tattered banners to Appomattox are 
just as devoted to all the people of the south, 
white and negro, as they were to that “‘lost 
cause’’ which was highest in their hearts. By 
the aid of these men, the negro will blot out 
his’ remaining illiteracy, lessen the number of 
criminals, normalize his morality, build up 
his fortunes and again take his stand among 
men of integrity and industry. 


Washington Gives His Views. 
Professor Booker T. Washington, prin- 
cipal of the Industrial college at Tuske- 
gee, Ala., was given an enthusiastic re- 
ception. He was introduced by Colonel 
Killebrew, of Nashville, acting chairman, 


In a graceful speech. 

In saying what I do today. although myself 
a@ negro and an ex-slave, “here is no white 
man whose heart is more wrapped up in every 
interest of the south and loves it more dearly 
than is true of myself. 

Different in race, in color, In history, we can 
teach the world that although thus differing, 
it is possible for us to dwell side by side in 
love, in peace and material prosperity. We 
can be one, as I believe we will be in a larger 
degree in the future in sympathy, purpose, for- 
bearance, and mutual helpfulness. Let him 
who world embitter, who would bring strife be- 
tween your raze anl mine, be accursed in this 
basket and his store cursed in the fruit of 
his body and the fruit of the land. No man 
can seek the elevation of another race without 
himself being elevated. No man can plan 
the degradation of another race without being 
himself degraded. The highest test of the civ- 
ilization of any race is in its willingness to 
extend a helping hand to the less fortunate. 

Before we can make much progress, we must 
decide whether or not the negro is to be a 
permanent part of the south. With the light 
that is tefore us i have no hesitaion in de- 
claring that the great bulk of the negro popu- 
lation will permanently abide in your midst. 
Any hesitation, any halting or doubting as to 
the permanent residence of the race will work 
infinite harm to the industrial and economic 
intersts of both races. Here in his wisdom 
Providence has placed the colored man. Here 
he will remain. Here he came without a 
language, here he found the Anglo-Saxon 
tongue. Here he came in paganism; here he 
found the religion of Christ. Here he came in 
barbarism; here he found civilization. Here 
he came with untrained hands; here he found 
industry. 

The south has within Itself the forces that 
are to solve this tremendous problem. You have 
the climate, the soil, the material wealth. You 
have the labor to be performed that will occupy 
many times our present negro population. While 
the calls come daily from South America, from 
the Hawaiian islands, from the north and west 
for the strong and willing arm of the negro in 
the field of industry, you at your very doors 
cy that which others are energetically seek- 
ng. 

The negro in all parts of this country is be- 
ginning to appreciate the advantage which the 
south affords for earnig a HNving—for. commer- 
cial development, and in proportion as this is 
true it will constitute the basis for the settle- 
ment of other difficulties. The colored man 
is beginning to learn that the bedrock upon 
which every individual rests his chances for 
success in life is securing in every manly way— 
never at the sacrifice of principle—the friend- 
ship, the confidence, the respect of the next- 
door neighbor in the Httle community in which 
he lives. If the black man in the south has a 
friend in his white neighbor and a still larger 
number of friends in his own community, he 
has @ protection and a guarantee of his rights 
that will be more potent and more lasting than 
any our federal congress or any outside power 
can confer. 

But if the south is to go forward and not 
stand still; if she is to reap the highest re- 
ward from her Wonderful resources and keep 
abreast of the progres of the world, she must 
reach that point without needless delay where 
she will not be continuously advertising to the 
world that she has a race question to settle. 
No question is ever permanently settled till 
it is settled on ‘the principles of the highest 
justice. Capital and lawlessness wil] not dwell 
together. The white man who learns to dis- 
regard law when a negro is concerned will soon 
disregard it when a white man is concerned. 

In the evolution of the south it seems to 
me that we have reached that period where 
private philanthropy and the Christian church 
of the white south should in a larger degree 
share directly in the elevation of the negro. In 
saying this I am not unmindful of nor un- 
grateful for what has already done by 
individuals and through the public schools. 
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SENSATIONAL TRIAL 


The Law Trying To Clear Up the Neu- 
meister Mystery. 


COURTROOM IS CROWDED 


With Spectators Listening to the 
Evidence. 


‘NYE AND MRS. NEUMEISTER ARE CALM 


Story of the Killing of the Old Man. 
Previous Record of Nye, One 
of the Defendants. 


Tavares, Fla., October 6.—(Special.)— 
The Neumeister mystery, which is now 
the leading topic of conversation in this 
county, promises to develop into one of 
the most sensgtidnal cases ever tried in 
the courts here. Mrs. 
ter and F. W. Nye, an ex-convict, are in 
jail here charged with the murder of 
Glad man Neumeister, the motive alleged 
being to secure his money for the two. 
The matter at first was merely a local 
sensational cage; but it is developing into 
cne of wédespread notoriety on account 
of the previous record of the two accused 
and the fact that Neumeister is very 
highly connected in Louisville. 

The Neumeisters jived in a very hand- 
some home at Altoona, some miles from 
here. Nye boarded with them, and acted 
as a sort of a-man of all work around the 
place, though in reality he was master 
of the place and the alleged paramour of 
Mrs. Neumeister. 

On Saturday evening, September 16th, 
the neighbors were aroused by the flash 
of light and a pistol shot at the house, 
and hastening thore they found Mrs. Neu- 
meister seemingly in great distress over 
the mysterious disappearance of her hus- 
band. A note was found on the taole, 
alleged to be from him, stating that he 
way tired of life, and ‘‘that he was go- 
ing to drown himself in five feet cf 
water.”’ Searching parties were organiz- 
ed, and in a few hours his lifeless body 
was found in a small lake near the house, 
in four feet of water. At the postmor- 
tem, the doctors reported that life was 
extinct when the body was placed in the 
water as there was no water in the lungs. 
No wounds were found on the body. A 
strong suspicion developed on account of 
the seeming apathy of the wife and the 
rysterious disappearance of Nye. The 
theory of poison developed, and the coun- 
ty judge ordered an examination of the 
organs to astertain the facts. So many 
suspicious matters came up that, a few 
days after, Mrs. Neumeister was arrested, 
and the sheriff started off af:er Nye. 
Nye was traced to Jacksonville, and from 
there returned to Tavares, where he was 
arrested and placed in jail. 

The trial began yesterday and the evi- 
dence is not all in yet. Neighbors tell of 
the cruel treatment of Neumeister by his 
wife and Nye. The defendants, however, 
are cool and often smile at the statements 
of witnesses. Interest grows as the trial 
proceeds. The courtroom today was 
crowded with people, eagerly listening to 
the evidence.

Convention Called to Order by Presi- 
dent Redding, 


WHO MAKES HIS ANNUAL ADDRESS 


Leading Dairymen Made Speeches 
During the Day—Fine Pro- 
gramme for Today. 


Grantville, Ga., October 12.—(Special.)— 
The promise that this would be the great- 
est dairy meeting ever held in any south- 
ern state is fully verified today. It is 
the greatest in point of numbers, in at- 
tendance; the greatest in talent and ex- 
perience of the speakers on the pro- 
gramme; the greatest in the interest and 
eagerness to learn on the part of their 
audience; greatest in enthusiasm; great- 
est in the promise of future practical re- 
sults. 

The 28 dairymen in attendance are 
having a great time at Grantville. The 
morning trains were well filled with 
delegates, al] discussing dairy matters as 
they came. 

The meeting was called to order at 
10:15 o’clock a, m. by President Redding, 
who said that the first dairy meeting 
held in Georgia some six years ago was 
called to order by him in the Griffin 
courthouse, using a worn-out, cheap 
pocketknife as a gavel, which he after- 
wards sold to an enthusiastic dairyman 
for $2 cash because of having rendered 
said service. He expressed the hope 
that some other equally enthusiastic 
dairyman would soon present the associa- 
tion a suitable gavel, carved in the shape 
of a churn dasher, with silver-mounted 
handle. 

After the singing of the long meter 
doxology and prayer by Rev. John F. 
Yarbrough, the chair infroduced Hon. 
W. A. Post, Coweta county’s represen- 
tative in the Georgia Jegislature, who 
eloquently and most heartily welcomed 
the visitors to the town of Grantville. 

To this Dr. J. B. Hunnicutt responded 
in his usual happy style.

Minneapolis, Minn., October 12—From 
a platform in front of the Minneapolis 
exposition building, President McKinley 
this afternoon voiced the nation’s wel- 
come to the Thirteenth Minnesota vol- 
unteers, just returned from the Philip- 
pines, and delivered an adéress to thou- 


sands of cheering peopl. | 
The president and his party were driv- 
en to the exposition building directly 


after having reviewed the long parade 
from the reviewing stand on Nicollet av- 
enue. About the platform were massed 
the returned volunteers, and behind them 
was a crowd whose numbers could 
scarcely be estimated. 

Mayor Gray spoke the words of greet- 
ing to the soldiers and distinguished 
guests on behalf of the city, and Gov- 
ernor Lind, on behalf of the state. The 
governor paid -a strong tribute to the 
returned voiunteers. 

President McKinley was greeted with 
cheers that continued for several mo- 
ments, and throughout the delivery of 
his address the applause was frequent. 
The president said: 

“IT have come from the capital of the 
nation that I might give the nation’s 
welcome to a regiment of the nation’s 
defenders. I have come to speak the 
voice of love and gratitude which comes 
from every American today that loves 
the flag. I have come to bid you welcome 
because you did your duty, and that is 
the highest tribute that can be paid to 
anv soldier anywhere. I do not think 
the members of this regiment.or the reg- 
iments constituting the Eighth army 
corps in the Philippines, realize the im- 
portance and heroism of their action af- 
ter the treaty of peace Was signed and 
ratified.

Questions Asked Concerning His Con- 
nection with Slaughter Matter. 


THREE PERSONS INTERVIEWED 


What City Attorney Anderson Had 
To Say About It. . 


VICE-CHAIRMAN JOHNSON TALKS FOR BOARD 


Colonel Moyers Makes a Brief State- 
ment—Why the Matter Was a 
Subject for Investigation, 


The sudden and in some directions the 
unexpected resignation of City Detective 
Green Conn has set again the talk con- 
cerning the investigation now under way 
in the police department. 

One question that is persistently going 
the rounds is: Why was Colonel William 
T. Moyers retained by the city to prose- 
cute Captain Sldughter? 

There were two city attorneys, it is 
being said, and two very able men. It 
is an unusual thing to employ counsel 
in such investigation that is now under 
way in the police board, and has probably 
never been done before. 

Then the question is asked: Who em- 
ployed Colonel Moyers? 

And, again: Who is to pay him for his 
services? , 

Se frequent have these questions been 
asked and so persistent have been the in- 
quiries that a representative of The Con- 
Stitution yesterday afternoon saw threes 
persons who are the only ones in a posi- 
tlon to give satisfactory answers, and 
those three persons were: City Attorney 
James <A, Anderson,. Vice. Chairman 
George E. Johnson, of the police board, 
and Colonel Moyers himself. 

Judge Anderson at first told the re- 
porter to see the chairman of the police 
board; then he took up a pen and wrote 
down the following for publication in The 
Constitution: 


What the City Attorney Says. 

Mr. Moyers was employed, as I understood 
the matter,’ by the board of police commis- 
sioners, or a committee from that board, 
and the chief of police, and he is to be paid 
from a special appropriation made by the 
board from the police fund. Judge Pendleton 
and myself were consulted by the chairman 
and vice chairman of the board and the chief 
of police as to the propriety of employing 
Mr. Moyers. It was represented to us that 
in addition to his well-known ability as a 
lawyer, there were special reasons concerning 
the preparations of the case for trial render- 
ing it important for him to be employed. We 
aid not request assistance, nor, on the 
other hand, were we willing to do more than 
fell legitimately within the scope of our offi- 
cial duty in the matter. If assistance was 
needed, in the opinion of the board, the aid 
of Mr. Moyers was entirely acceptable to us.’’ 

What the Vice Chairman Says. 

Vice Chairman Johnson was next seen, 
as Chairman Patterson was out of the 
city. Mr. Johnson made the following 
reply: 

We believed the matter needed a most thor- 
ough investigation, and, knowing of the great 
amount of work that had to be attended to by 
the city attorney and assistant city attorney, 
we decided that it was advisable to secure 
another attorney, and in getting Colonel Moy- 
allow me to say that, in my opinion, we 
secured one of the ‘very best in the city. 
Chairman Patterson closed the matter with 
Colonel Moyers and he will express himse'!f 
I thiu«, just as I have done. We believed 
the city attorneys needed assistance merely 
because they were overcrowded with work, 
and we think Colonel Moyers was the very 
best attorney we could have secured for that 
purpose. 

What the Colonel Says. 

Colonel Moyers was found in his office 
and he was told of the questions in circu- 
lation concerning his connection with the 
detective investigation. He said: 

Chairman Patterson, Vice Chairman Johnson 
and Chief Manly came to me a number of timea 
and talked with me in regard to retaining 
me for fhe city in the detective investigation. 
Finally I agreed to take the case and the fea 
satisfactory to the other side. 
closed the matter 1 saw 
the city attorneys and ascertained that my 
being retained was entirely satisfactory i 
them. That is all there is in the matter an! 
I hope it will answer all questions. I shall 
do my best in the case, as | always make a 
practice to do in any legal matters that come 
under my supervision.

pored. 

The object of the Dozier resolution is 
to create the office of an additional] al- 
derman in order that the seyenth ward 
may be represented on the aldermanic 
board. 

In the discussion yesterday it was sug- 
gested by Alderman Mayson that it would 
not be right for the seventh to have 
equal representation with the other wards 
when it is the smallest ward and has 
the smallest population in the eity. It 
was suggested that the city be redistrict- 
ed in such a manner as to increase the 
population of the seventh and still retain 
seven wards.

MEN WILL TESTIFY TONIGHT 


Court of Inquiry Hepes To Get Facts 
fem Men Themselves, 


WEEK MAY BE TAKEN TO INVESTIGATE 


Tf Is Opinion of a Prominent Officer 
That the Guilty Men, the Ac- 
tual Looters of Hamlet 
Stores, Are To Blame 
in Affair. 


The Fifth regiment court of inquiry, 
now engaged in sifting to the b§ttom the 
alleged misconduct of some of the men 
while the Atlanta companies were pass- 
ing through North Carolina, will hold 
its second’ session at the capitol to- 
night. 

Colonel W. G. Obear, the head of the 
court, busy at his office until a 
late hour last night going over the de- 


was 


tailed evidence given by the offers on 


Tfednesday evening. The court will de- 
termine this morning upon the witnesses 
to be subpoenaed next and notices will 
be sent out to the men named to appear 
before the court of inquiry at 8 a’clock 
this evening. 

Colonel. Obear stated yesterday ihat 
direct evidence of the 
guilt of any man had been obtained from 
the officers who were in charge on the 
since all of 
the officers were in the ‘coach specially 
reserved for them and consequently did 
not see any of the men in the act of 
The object in 
calling the officers before the court first 
Was to learn from them what they had 
got from the men at the time of the al- 
leged misconduct and after the commands 
reached Atlanta. 

While it is understood that no officer 
festified that he saw any man in the 
act of stealing property from the Hamlet 
stores, the court obtained at the first ses- 
sion the names of non-commissioned of- 
ficers and enlisted men who were in a 
position to know the names of the guilty 
parties. A number of the non-commis- 
sioned officers and enlisted men will be 
eubpoenaed to appeat before the court 
this evening, the board of inquiry recog- 
nizing that the only way to obtain the 
facts is to depend on the truthfulness 
of the men themselves. 

Courtmartial May Be Detailed. 

Since the court of inquiry is empowered 
by military law to collect only evidence 
and is not permitted to render judgment, 
it is regarded as probable in military 
circles that when the work of .the court 
has been completed it will be necessary 
for a courtmartial to try the men 
against whom evidence has been found. 

Governor Candler stated yesterday that 


he was by no means cer@iin that a second 


court would be appointed and that under 
the law he could either call for the ap- 
of a court or deal directly 
with the men who are known to be impli- 
cated. At any rate, the verdict of such 
&@ courtmartial would have to pass in re- 
view before the governor of the state, 
who is the commander-in-chief under the 
criginal law of the army and navy of 
Georgia. 

In case no court is named to pass judg- 
thent on the men the governor will simply 
direct that the men whose gu‘It is ad- 
mitted or apparent from the evidence be 
dishonorably dismissed for the good of 
the service. 

Colonel Obear stated yesterday that he 
could form no idea at present how long 
the court of inquiry would take to com- 
plete its work. It may be found neces- 
sary tO summon every man of the seven 
companies who went to New York before 
the sessions come to a close. This will 
probably be the case if the enlisted men 
show an inclination to stick together and 
Drotect their fellows.

NEWS AT 


THE CAPITOL 


The Georgia tax commission has ad- 
jJourned again, this time to meet on Mon- 
day, October 23d, two days before the 
session of the legislature begins. The tax 
measure on which the commission has 
worked from time to time since the first 
sof the year stands completed. It has been 
‘made up from the best tax laws of the 
different states of the union, those feat- 
ures of taxation that are shown to be 
practical, as well as from the experience 
of the members of the commission who 
have drawn valuable lessons from tax 
legislation in Georgia. 

The bill will be ready for the legislature 
according to the terms of the Ellis resolu- 
tion on the first day of the session and it 
is presumed that the members adjourned 
to meet again before the legislature con- 
venes, in order to go over the bill finally 
and sign it. 

There is no indication at present that 
any other subject of importance will get 
the attention of the legislature during the 
first two weeks, other than the bill to be 
presented by the commission. The expe- 
rience of the last session showed that 
where a subject of such importance as 
taxation is crowded over to the last few 
days of the session no settlement can 
be reached, satisfactory to the members 
themselves. For this reason Me Ellis res- 
olution calling for the appointment of a 
tax commission expressly stated that the 
bill should come before the legislature on 
the first day of the session. 

With the tax bill and the discussion of 
ballot reform which will surely follow the 
introduction of the franchise measure by 
Mr. Hardwick, of Washington, every one 
is anticipating a lively and interesting 
session and one to bring good results. 

Interest in the tax Dill is growing 
throughout the state as the day for the 
session to open approaches, A great many 
have expressed regret that the commis- 
sion met in executive session and refused 
to give out officially the contents of the 
bill. It was feared by the members, how- 


ever, that if the sessions were opened to 


the public, opposition would be sure to 
spring up to portions of the measure and 
erystallize before the bill even reached 


the lawmakers. Omy one member of the. 


commission, President Dodson of the sen- 
ate, opposed meeting behind closed doors. 
With all the secrecy maintained, the 
commission did not prevent several of the 
most important changes proposed in the 

bill from leaking out. 
1. Property is to be returned under 


the new measure on February Ist in- 
stead of after April lst, as the law 
required in the past. 

2. The old custom of putting dou- 


ble tax on defaulters is done away 


with entirely and a percentage of 
the property value instead is to be 
levied on the defaulter. 

3. County boards of assessors or 
equalizers are to be named in every 
county in the state for the purpose 
of equalizing taxation. 

The commission has on every occasion 
refused to talk of the bill, but it can be 
stated positively on the best authority 
that the three changes mentioned are in- 
cluded in the new measure. 

By returning property for taxation on 
February Ist, the state saves two months, 
since in the past property has never been 
returned until after April Ist, It will bring 
the county digests to the office of the 
comptroller general by July ist. Now the 


| greater portion of the expenses of the 


state for one year are paid with the taxes 


| ¢oming in the year after and it is hoped 
' that at least some of the inconveniences 


arising from this necessity will be done 


away with. 
The abolition of the old law requiring 


Couble gaxes for defaulting and ihe sub- 
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stitution for this of a certain per cent 
charged for defaulting which is to be 
strictly applied in every case, has been 
considered before by the lawmakers of the 
State. The substitute to be recommenited 
by the commission is a much stricter 
measure, since the old law was practi- 
cally inoperatige and has been applied re- 
cently only in a very few instances. 

The suggestion of county boards of as- 
sessors which will probably cail for a cen- 
tral state board, is one of the j@incipal 
recommendations in the new bill. County 
boards of assessors were created by act 
of the legislature in 1889, but this feature 
of the law was repealed for some reason 
at tne following session. 

The bill is cumpiete and will- take the 
place of a number of tax measures now 
pending in the house and in the hands of 
mouse ColMmmilttees,. 

The degree ol opposition to the bill may 
not depend, after ail, upon the amount

IS SEABOARD BACKING THE LINE? 


It Is Said That Only a Part of the 
Road from Athens to Augusta 
Will Be Built Now.

A charter was granted yesterday by 
Secretary of State rhilip Cook to the 
Chattanooga, Avgusta and Chafleston Alr 
Line Railway Company, which, under the 
plans furnished by the road, is to traverse 
entirely the northern part of the state in 
reaching its terminii, Chattanooga and 
Charleston. 

Among the incorporators of the new line 
are some of the most prominent men in 
the state, many of them connected oflt- 
clally or unofficially with the Seaboard 
Air Line railroad, which, according tu 
rumor, is the projector of the voad. Two 
Atlantians, Jack J. Spaulding and Joseph 
M. Brown, both having local connection 
with the Seaboard, are named among the 
petitioners. 

The Chattanooga, Augusta and Charles- 
ton, according to the application for cnar- 
ter, will be 210 miles in length and will 
run northwest through the state of Geor- 
gia from Augusta on the eastern border 
by Athens to a point at or near Chatta- 
nooga on the western line. The following 
counties of the state are to be traversed 
ky the new road: 

Richmond, Colimbia, McDaffle, Lincoln, 
Wilkes, Oglethorpe, €larke, Jackson, 
Hall, Forsyth, Dawson, Cherokee, Pick- 
ens, Gilmer, Gordon, Murray, Whitlfiell 
and Catoosa. 

The line of projection is strikingly sim- 
ilar to that of the Missing Link railroad 
which was chartered by the state two 
weeks. ago. The two lines are intended tc 
pass through practically the same coun- 
ties and both eeccording to their appil- 
cation for charters, are to touch at or 
rear Athens. 

The town of Athens is named as the 
place where the principal office of the 
Chattanooga, Augusta and Charleston 
is to be located. The capital stock of the 
road which, under the charter yesterday, 
is to continue in operation for 101 years, 
is given vs $500,000. : 

The petitioners urge in their application 
that they intend in good faith to go for- 
ward and obtain subscription to the cap- 
ital stock and construce, equip and main- 


ment. 


Part of Road Atready Projected. 

It is understood on good authority that 
the agents of the Seaboard Air Line nave 
already surveyed that portion of the new 
route lying between‘Athens and Augusta, 
and it is hinted that for the present this 
will be the only part of the Chattanooga, 
Augusta and Charigggon to be comstruct- 
ed: ahi 

The line will open up to commerce and 
trade a portion of the state that is at 
present without railroad facllities—a fer- 
tile portion of Georgia that has long been 
in need of connection with Atlanta and 
the seacoast. Connection with this city 
will be had when the road reaches Athens, 
where it will transfer to the Seaboard.

IRON AND METAL TRADES. 


Consumption Is Still Crowding the 
‘ Output. 


New York, October 12)—Discussing the sit- 
uation of the iron and metal trades, The Iron 
Age will say today: 

‘‘Our monthly blast furmace report shows that 
the weekly capacity of the coke and anthracite 
furnaces on October Ist) had gone up 272,428 
gross tons, or 10,758 tons! above the September 
figure. In other words, the preparations for 
production are telling. In the south a num- 
ber of »-mall plants will drop in from month to 
month, but they do not gount for much. Fur- 
nace stocks have declined further, thus show- 
ing that consumption is still crowding the out- 
put. 

“A very serious feature is the great scarcity 
of cars, which affects the supply of coke. One 
large plant of three furnaces has been forced 
to bank three times im one month because 
coke shipments were delayed. 

“The fear of a shortage of ore, of troubles 
over coke supply and df any possible other 
contingencies affecting regular and maximum 
cf pig production is the one factor which domi- 
nates the trade. oS

THE PASSING THRONG. 


Dr. E. Alexander, professor of Greek 
at the University of North Carolina, ex- 
m‘nister to Greece under President Cléve- 
land’s administration, was in the city 
attending the wedding of his niece, Miss 
Isabel Newman, to Mr. Walter Howard, 
which occurred Wednesday. 

Dr. Alexander is a most entertaining 
talker, and has had some interesting ex- 
periences. He was at Athens for 
four years, having returned only two 
years ago. Sinca his return he has been 
at his old position as the professor of 
Greek at the University of North Caro- 
lina. He is an ardent admirer of athletic 
work, 

—* Wes. tn Athens at the time 
of the great revival of the old olympic 
games, and shouted with the rest of the 
Americans at our great victories,”’ said 
he. “We had, undoubtedly, the finest lot 
of men at the contest, and the victories 
they won were all well deserved. But 
one event We lost caused me much pleas- 
ure, and that was the Marathon race, 
which was won by a Greek, thus causing 
the greatest of happiness to the people of 
that country. 

“I believe it would almost have brok- 
en the heart of the entire nation had 
some one other than a Greek won that 
contest, and I do not suppose there was 
anyone who begrudged them the glory 
they got out of it. Certainly I have never 
seen @ person who did, unless, possibly, 
it was the Australian, who led the race 
until within about four miles of the city, 
and was then compelled to fall out be- 
cause of exhaustion, he having never 
run @ race so far. The distance, you »®- 
member, was twenty-five miles. 

“But I do not like the idea of having 
the contests at any other place than 
Athens. In fact, I do not think it possi- 
ble to hold them successfully elsewhere. 
They will try to have them at Paris next 
year, but I am satisfied the result will be 
a failure. On account of so much jeal- 
ousy existing between the nations, there 
will not be enough representatives of 
different countries to make the affair re- 
ally international. 

“To tell the truth, I honestly do rot 
believe they could even be held in the 
United States successfully. You might 
not believe it, but there is really nearly 
as much jealousy on the part of many of 
thie old countries to the United States as 
there is to one another. 

“There is only one great power that is 
really friendly to us, and that is England. 
I do not believe the others are. They 
are too jealous of their trade and other 


attending 


‘interests, and too afraid that we will take 


something from them. No, I do not ccn- 
sider Russia so very friendly to us. hat 
country wants what it ‘can get from us. 
The people are very shrewd. In fact, 
they are probably the shrewdest people 
fn the world. Their diplomats are the 
acknowledged leaders of the oldtime se- 
cret diplomacy. 

“But that diplomacy is slowly drop- 
ping out of use altogether. We never did 
have it, because we had no men trained 
in it. Bngland has abandoned jt. Lord 
Salisbury often gets up, states the views 
of the country upon certain subjects, and 
tells its plans, with the details of how 
other countries will oppose him. A few 
years ago that would not have been the 
case. There would have been the freat- 
est secrecy about many of these affa'rs 
now made public. And it was then call- 
ed diplomatic. 

“With our lack of this diplomacy, how- 
ever, we have played our part well. We 
have not done badly by any means, and 
I am proud because of the fact that this 
diplomacy has not played so great a 
part in our lives. Still, our men who 
have had to do acts that were diplomatic 
end to cross arms with these old time, 
trained fellows, deserve much praise. 
There have been times when they have 
had to do some very delicate work. 
“Take the peace commissioners we 
sent to. Paris. They had much hard, deli- 
cate work to do; and I do not think they 
did it badly. To be frank, I do not think 
the department of state has ever received 
the praise it deserved for this admirable 
werk. And this was not the only work 
of such character it has had to do. So 
I say the deprtment deserves” great 
praise—much more than has ever been 
accorded it. | 
“But, dropping back to athletics and 
athletic affairs, I am glad to see so much 
interest being displayed in this line of 
work as, it is evident, is being done by 
the people of the south.

STATE WON'T PAY 
FOR A VIADUCT 


This Is Regarded as Certain by the 
Majority of People. 


CITY HAS $50,000 PROMISED 


This Will Greatly Reduce the Ex- 
pense of Building. 


PROPERTY OWNERS MORE FAVORABLE 


They Realize That a Bridge Over 
Whitehall with Entrance to the 
Station Would Make Travel.

pay for the viaduct. 

The city council had calculated that the 
railroads would help pay for a viaduct, if 
they built a station which would require 
Whitehall street to be bridged. 

The city wants to get rid of the grade 
crossings at Whitehall, Pryor and Loyd 
Streets. Some have proposed’. elevated 
tracks with roadway underneath and 
others have favored viaducts and sub- 
ways. 

In all the negotiations which the city 
had with the roads some months ago the 
council seemed to Keep in mind the idea 
that if a yiaduct was ever built, some. 
body else would pay for it. 

But the state is not such an easy mark 
as the roads and it is common talk that 
the legislature will not agree to pay for 
a viaduct. However, the city has $50,000 
assured from the Collins Park street raill- 
road, which has agreed to pay that sum 
for the privilege of laying its tracks on 
the viaduct. This would let the city out 
at an expense of $40,000 or $50,000, although 
the structure could be. made to cost a 
great deal more than $100,000 %It may be 
that one reason the roads were so willing 
to turn the jub over to the state was be- 
cause they foresaw that the state could 
drive a better bargain with the city and 
property owners than they could hope 
to do. : 

Some Whitehall: street and Peachtree 
property owners who were very much op- 
posed at first to a yiaduct have since 


come around and are now in favor of it. 
'If the plan proposed by Pres!tdent Thomas 


is carried out, the main entrance to the 
station will be from the Whitehall street 
Viaduct. That would throw the travel 
over Whitehall and Peachtree, and with 
Street cars added to that, the yiaduct 
would have the heaviest traffic of the 
city. The viaduct would shorten the haul 
across town for loaded vehicles, Compar- 
atively few loaded wagons cross the rail- 


road tracks at Pryor or Whitehall, for 
the reason that trains are almost con- 
stantly passing and it is dangerous. The 


vehicles which cross Pryor are mostly 
Wagons and carriages, which have 
to go from one side to tme other us- 
ually cross at Loyd or over the Broad 
or Forsyth street bridges. 

A gentleman who has studied the depot 
problem for years, says that a marble 
tiled, electric lighted subway at Pryor 
would make more pedestrians travel from 
Wall street to Alabama than there is 
now over the traqks. 


FACULTY PASSES RESOLUTIONS. 


Teachers of Technological Express 
Sorrow at Prof. Quick’s Death. 

At their first meeting after the death 
of Professor R. W. Quick the faculty 
of the Georgia School of Technology pass- 
ed resolutions on his death.
